"4 SERMON Preached 


Confederacies as would pillage a Nation, and 
involve a Kingdom in Blood, feems not 1impro- 
bable for theſe following Reaſons. 

I, Here 1s a ſet and continued-diſcourſe,. a 
thing carneltly preſs'd and recommended for 
ſeveral Verſes rogether, which is unuſual in this 
Book, and perhaps there is not the like inſtance 
in the whole Proverbs, : which ſhews, that the 
Matter here ſpoken of is borh of extraordinary 
weight, and allo that there 1s ſome aptneſs and 
diſpoſition in men towards it, to be enſnar'd by 
it. Now though 'tis well to perſwade men from 
being common Rogues and Cut-throats, yet 
ſure there needs not much Cogency of Argu- 
ment. The matter 1s plain and obyious, and 
the leaſt Proverbial Sentence ſeems. to be ſufh- 
cient. warning. Open and barctac'd miſchief 
needs not great Wiſdom to diſcover, nor much 
diſcourſe or vehemency to forewarn:. But 
there are Villanics that have Cloaks and Covers, 
fair and ſpecious ſhews, which require Art to 
unripand take oft; And there are creeping and 


contagious Evils, whicheafily infect the incon- 


ſiderate and unwary ; .the unſtable and haſty 
are apt to ſwallow any Bait that 1s well dil- 
guis'd. In theſe caſes therefore Caution 1s ne- 
ceflary, and ſure *tis not a frutlels carneſtneſs 
to adviſe men to beware of joyning with thoſe 
who may pretend they are plotting for God, 
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and conſpiring for Religion, when (in Truth) 
they are only lurking for blood, and laying wait 
for ſpoil. | 

2. Here 1s Caution againſt Enticements, If 
Sinners entice thee. And do common Thieves do 
this? do they go about to gain a Party, and 
make themſclves ttrong by Numbers? this 1s 
the way to ruine themſelves, and to lay them 
open to diſcovery ; a few are ſuthcient for the 
purpoſes of ſtcaling,and it they mect with Men 
of the ſame complexion, they ealily unite, and 
there needs no great ſubulry and contrivance 
to make them agree in the ſame common work; 
but Aſſociations are for the mighty Deſtroyers. 
The Government 1s not cafily oppos'd, and Re- 
bellions and Inſurrections, (how tew ſoever the 
Contrivers are) muſt be che work of a Multi- 
tude. Men of this Character therefore are the 
Sinners that entice ; They muſt have men to 
carry on their deſigns, and they have Agents 
and Enuflaries in all parts of a Kingdom, to 
work upon the giddy, to ſeduce the unſettled or 
diſcontented. The great Enticers are the Pru- 
dent and Politic, that areskill'd in all the arts of 
Infinuation; that are excellent at creating Fears 
and Jcalouſtes,whetting Diſcontents,and raiſing 
Storms in the minds of men, thatcanconjurc 
up Dangers in the moſt merciful and orderl 
Goyernment , and make men belieye they = 
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loſt and undone, when they arcin the happ: 

condition of any people in the World. Theſe 
theh are Enticers to purpoſe, that can entice men 
out of their wits, that can make them believe 
Impoſlibilities and Contradictions, and give up 
chair Faith to things; as irrational and unac- 
countable as any Fable or Romance. And ro 
this may be added, That to joyn together in 
common Stealing, needs nor, nor can have any 
ſuch cunning Methods. What Arguments can 
there be to make a mana Tluet? W hat fair flou- 
riſhes and pretences to win a man that hath any 
thing of Sobriety to their Company ? When 
they go to rob, they do not tell one another, 
that they riſe to ſecure their Property;they fight 
for Liberty,and aſlocuate in defence of _ ; 
bur the buſineſs 1s plain and downright Villany. 
But Treaſon and Sedition may be ſmooth'd o- 
ver, and there 1s art and contrivance to make 
men ſwallow Rebellion. The People of Iſrael 
might be told they were a Free People, that So- 
lomon invaded their Liberties and Priviledges, 
that chercto.e they did but themſelves juſtice if 
they took the cauſe into their own hands and 
righted themſelves; that their King was a Fa- 


yourer of Idolatry; that they were Gods People, 


and therefore ought to ſecure God's Rights as 
well as their own,and not ſuffer any Innovation 
to be made in Religion; that char taking up 
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Arms therefore would not be Rebellion, but a 
Spiritual work, a ſetting up God's Cauſe, and 
deſtroying his Enemies; That God gave the 
Land of Canaan only to thoſe that worſh'p'd 
him rightly and kept his Coyenant, and that 
they were only the Perſons ; that their King, 
and thoſe that adher'd to him had fall'n off 
from God, and therefore had fortcited all 
their propriety in the Government and the 


Land; That all the Right was devoly'd upon 


them the true Worſhippers, and they were (by 
Gods Donation) Heirs to the wicked and Ido- 
latrous. And therefore in rifing againſt them, 
they did but take the belt courſe they could to 
gain their own. Theſe or ſuch like ways of En- 
eticement might be us'd by deſigning Men ; and 
ſuch a cauſe will allow of a great many ſIghts 
and politic Pretences, whereas downright Thic- 
very will admit of none. Men cannot be per- 


ſwaded when they go to ſteal and kill, that they 


fight the Lords Battels, and deſtroy the wicked * 


and Heathen in the Land. Bur Zeal and Con- 
{cience, and ſanctified Pretences may be ſet up 
to draw men into Rebellion and Treaſonable 
Conſpiracies ; and therefore 'tis more likely that 
ſuch were the Sinners that Solomon ſpeaks of, 
that cntic'd men to confederate with them. The 
conjunction of Thieves is but a Knot of a few ; 
but this1s an Aflociation,a Leaguea Conſpiracy 
of many Murderers, 3.Thele 
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3. Theſe Expreſſions ſeem to intimate the 
ſame thing ; Let us ſwallow them up alive as the 
Grave,and whole as them that go down into the Pit : 
We ſhall find all precious ſubſtance, we ſhall fill our 
Houſes with ſpoil. 

Theſe import greater miſchict and cruelty, 
and greater gain than is uſually agreeable to 
the State of Confederate Robbers; for though 
they may now and then murder men by the 
High-way, though they may kill men 1n their 
beds, yet whatis this to ſwallowing men up as 
the Grave, which ſwallows up Kingdoms, and 
deyours whole Generations ? 'Tis Inſurrections 
and Maſlacres that thus triumph in Blood. Eve- 
ry Murderer kills a man, but'tis only rebellious 
Leagues, and treaſonable Aſſociations that have 
a ſtomach like the Grave, that always cat and 
devour, but are neyer glutted nor ſatisfied. 
Neither 1s it for half a dozen Villains to pro- 
miſe to themſelves and their Aflociates fuch 
mighty ſucceſs,as to ſwallow up all before them. 
But deep Confederacics that are numerous and 
ſtrong,that have made a great part of thePeople 
Theſe may think to ſweep a Kingdom, may 
make their Mulcitudes an Argument to invite 
others, may encourage themſelyes and ther 
Party with the facilicy of their Enterprize; .that 
they are: able to ſwallow men that are alive, 'as 


the Grave docs dead men; They ſhall cafily ſeize _ 


them, 
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them, ſurprize them unawares, and the quick 
ſhall fall into their hands, as the Dead go into 
the Pit without ſtrugling, reſiſtance or oppo- 
ſition. 

And then for that other branch, Ie ſhall jind 
all precious ſubſtance , we ſhall fill our Houſes with 
ſpoil. Theſe are not the returns of common 
Robberics; Men by taking a Purſe, or breaking 
open Houſes, do not expect to lay a foundation 
ot wealth or greatneſs, by ſuch means to en- 
rich themſelves,and gain great Eſtates. But 'cis 
very profitable to fiſh in troubled Waters. The 
Common-wealth is a great Stake,and if it might 
be ſhar'd, would be a handſom ſupply for Ava- 
rice and Ambition. The Temple of Solomon 
(lately bult)which being very coltly,and there- 
fore perhaps Idolatrous, the Spoils of it would 
be a competent morſel, and to be ſure to kill 
the Heir and' take his Inheritance. To ſeize the 
Revenues of the Crown and Church, 'is a way 
Ambitious and Deſigning men may have to find 
precious ſubſtance, and to fill their Houſes with ſpoil. 

4- Thoſe words immediately after the Text 
ſeem likewiſe to favour this Opinion, Surely in: 
vain the Net is ſpread in the fight of any Bird ; And 
they lay wait far their.own blood, they lurk privily for 


their own lives: that1s,, Thoſe bloody Attempts 


and Contrivances were in vain, they would not 
come to the iflue the Plotters expected; for how 
| B cloſe 
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cloſe and privy ſoever they were managed and 
carry'd on. He (King Solomon) had knowledge 
of them, and in vain was the Net ſpread for 
him in his ſight; He knew their Devices and 
ſccret Machinations. So that at length the Mi(- 
chief they intended would fall on their own 
heads, their laying in wait would catch their 
own Bloods, an their lurking privily would 
turn to a Conſpiracy againſt their own hives ; 
for (upon Diſcovery ) the Law would lay hold 
of them,and they would be brought to exem- 
plary Juſtice. 


Theſe are the Reaſons, upon the account of 


which, I conceive, theſe Words of 'the Wike 
King had a main reſpect to Public Miſchiefs, 
to the Plots and Deſigns of wicked Men agai 
him and his Gevernment. And (if I may have 
lcave to.Conjecture) they may have a more im- 
medate rchation to the Rebellious Principles and 
Practices, firſt ſet on foot in the time of David 
his Father; for tho,after the defeat and death of 
Abſalom, the King return'd and govern'd the 
Ramvars in Peace, yet it is not probaBle that 
all the Seeds of Sedition were ſo ſoon extin- 
guiſhed. A Rebellious Ferment once raiſed in 
a People, tho it may becalm'd and quieted, 
yet 1t 15 apt to fhir again, upon any occafion or 
opportunity. The ſame Principles, and many 
ot the Perſons were ſtill in being, and mw for 
ome 
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ſome rimedormant, right again be quickned 
by Politic and diſcontented Perſons, and they 
mightagain be blown up tothe ſame Commo- 
tions, by the ſame plauſible! Pretences that Ab- 
falom had uſed: before. Theſe things Solomon 
ſcems to haye an eye to, and 1s vigilant againſt, 
and therefore carneftly preſſes hn People not to 
giveear toany ſuch Infituations. And (this be- 
ing {6) the Text is a Caycat not to be entic'd 
norenſnar'd by them, My Sor, if Sinners entice 
thee, conſent thoz not; My Son, is aCompellation 
of. love and'kindiefs, and denotes the Fatherly 
AﬀtRtionhe had for — The King here 
then (if this Interpretation hits the true mcan- 
ing) exHorts- all his loving Subjects not to en- 
tertayiy arty mutinous and ſedmous Principles ; 
to- beware of thoſe Men that would tempt 
them into Leagues and Covenants of Blood 
and Rebellion. And to enforce this upon them, 
hetells them that the End of their Confedera- 
cies was only Murder and Spoil; and how fair 
ſoeyer they might ſeem, what allegations ſo- 
ever of Right and Juſtice they nught make, 
they were but crafty Devices to intrap the in- 
cautelous, for in truth, 7 heir feet run to evil, and

Hitherto they remain in their own Condition, and in 
their Ancient Dignity; The Kings of England , 
Denmark, Sweedland, the Dukes of Saxony, the 
Counts Palatine, and other Proteſtant Principalities 
and Free Cities he there names.

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lightof our Eyes ; what could exaſperate and 
provoke, even the worſt Natures to fuch 
dircful methods of Execution? Nathing but 
the moſt fell and falvage Diſpoſitions, ſuch as 
have the names of Men, but the Tempers of 
Wolves and Tigers, could engage Men to con- 
ſpire to ſwallow Him up alive as the Grave , and 
whole as thoſe that go dopn into the Pit. This is the 
firſt repreſenting theſe Words accommodate to 
the occaſion. | 

2. The next 1s .to lay down the Iniquity of 
theſe Practices; and this ſure needs no proot, it 
hath no ſubterfuge, eyaſion, or excuſe. The 
Rebcllious- Spirits heretofore pretended the 
Face-of -Authority and a Parliamentary Power ; 
but whatcis this-to: Plots and -Inſurrections? 
they prerended to raiſe Men by .the Kings 
Power, tho againſt His. Perſon; and will His 
Politic | Capacity : extend likewiſe to authorize 
ſecret Deyicesand Treachery ? They call'd their 
Forces the King's Armies , tho they fought a- 
cainſt Him; and are theſe the King's Contri- 
yanges,.and the Kings Afﬀociations too; which 
were intended 40. murder Him;: and overturn 
His Government? , They then call'd the People 
out to, fight the Lords/Battels, but ſurely they 
will: not: call thele-the Lord's Phats:, and: the 
Lord's Conſpiracies. | Theſe things\are-too'ob- 
vious, and; the moſt Cunning and Politic can 
never 
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never clap ſuch a Face and Diſguiſe on them, as 
ſhall make them appear otherwiſe than hideous 
and monſtrous. Our Saviour practis'd his 

| own Religion the moſt exactly, and then his 
Apoſtles, and next after them the Primitive 
Chaifiians, all theſe ſuffer'd under the [niquity 
of their Governours: And what do they all 
but praftiſe and preach Patience, Meckneſs, 
Gentleneſs, Submiſſion and Obedience? They 
do not revile nor rcfilt Authority- they do 
not aſſociate together to .pull down the Go- 
yernment, much leſs lay Plots to entrap the 
Lives of their Governours. Suffering and Pa- 
tience was Goſpel then, and Reſiſtance and Sedi- 
tion was Sin 1n thoſe days. But ſure we need 
not go to Religion to diſprove this, Common 
Honeſty will lay open ts Vileneſs; ſuch Pra- 
Etices are without, not only the Example of any 
ood Chriſtian, but of any indiffterently honelt 
Ho Evn Turks and Fews deteſt ſuch 
things: All Governments and all Common- 
vers have- abhorr'd Plots and Treacherics; 
and thoſe engaged in them have, by all ſorts of 
Men, been citeem'd the Peſts oft Government, 
and the Bane of all Society. To conſpire the 
death of any Man hath been always horrid and 
infamous; but to lurk privily for the Blood of 
Kings, and turn a Kingdom into ſlaughter, is a 
Miſchief of that magnitude, that we want 
C words 
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words to expreſs it. For as there are things of 
a tranſcendent Excellency which are too high 
to be pourtraited by Speech, an1 are bettor ad- 
mird and conceiv'd than diſcourſed of ; ſo 
there are likewiſe things of acontrary tranſcen- 
dency, Abominations not capable of Expreſ 
ſion, which are wicked even beyond words,and 
ſurpaſs deſcription, by reaſon of their Vileneſs. 
If therefore you would conceive, for I cannor 
expreſs, the Iniquity of thoſe Practices, 'Purr 
your Thoughts into the moſt black and gloo- 
my poſture, conceaye an Action that a Jeſuit 
would ſtartle at, muſter up the bloody Villtames 
that Hiſtories afford us; remember -Rawilliac 
that ſtob'd Henry. the Fourth of France, reflect 
on the Holy League, when ſo many thouſand 
Proteſtants were butcher'd; Conſider the Pow- 
der Treaſong which was to blow up the King and 
the Parliament; caſt -into- your minds the 
Groans and Cries of the. maſſacred by the Re- 
bels in Trel/and; and to theſe add the lamentable 
no ws v9 Dar Civil _ All theſe 
{ad an ngs put together, may g1ve 
us Caine - 9 baſine 4x 
for all theſe perhaps were allotted for our 
Doom: And who can'tell the Miſeries of a 
Kingdom without a Head, and Fury and 
Slaughter ranging in every corner of it? Who 
can expreſs the diſmal Conſequences, when a 

| Good 
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Good KING fhall be taken off by falvage 
Villains, and His Loyal People left at the mercy 
of Cruel and Blood-thirſty Men ? 

3. Enforce the Caution, That therefore we 
are not toconſent, 1f Sinners entice us to con- 
federate in ſuch Practices, For their feet run to evil, 
and make haſte to ſhed blood. And this ſure 1s 
Argument- enough to hinder Men from being 
taken by ſuch Entiecments, for let the Propo- 
fals be never ſo large, the Means to accompliſh 
it never ſo feazable, yet if they are to end in 
Blood , 'tis an amazing Diſcouragement; tho 
precious ſubftance is tobe found, and our Houfes 
thereby to be f/7d with ſpoil, yet if they are to 
be por by Murder, it will top any Man of bur 
indifferent Principles from the Undertaking. 
And —_ Aſfaffinating a KING, and killing 
His Nobles and Magiſtrates, and turning a 
Kingdom irito Blood , is Murder with a Wit- 
neſs: What Arguments the Principal Confede- 
rates mipht uſe roentice others,and what horrid 
Salvo's they might pick up for their Conſct- 
ences, mult be uncertain in ſuch dark and ſecret 
Conſpiracics: Bur it 1s certain that none of 
thoſe Maxitms of Rebellion, which in the late 
Times were ſpread abroad to ſeduce the Multi- 
rude, could have any colour of Pretence here ; 
"Twas then prerended,that the King levied War 
againſt his Pathament, that they fought not 
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againſt Him, but his evil and malignant Coun- 
ccllors,and deſign'd no more but to bring Him 
to his Parliament, the- great Council of; the 
Nation, and the King's beſt Councellor : That 
the King, tho he was Singulis Major, yet he was 
Univerſis Minor, tho he was greater than any 
Subject, yet he was leſs than all the People; that 
therefore the Repreſentative Body of the Peo- 
ple (legally choſen) might call him to account 
for Mal-adminiſtration of Government: That 
the Power of the Kingdom was in that Col- 
letive Body, and they might give out Com- 
miſſions, and raiſe Arms-and Men for their de- 
fence. Theſe and ſuch like Maxims (firſt taken 
out of the Schools of the Jeſuits) were the 
Snares whereby unthinking Men were berray'd 
into Rebellion. But what can be pleaded in 
this Caſe ? Blunderbuſ/es and Piſtols are a ſure way 
indeed to take a King from evil Councellors ; 
but when they are levell'd at his Coach, it can 
hardly befaid that they are not delign'd againſt 
Him,but amalignant Party about him, Wicked 
People ;may combine together and endeayour 
an-Inſurreftion; but ſure they can't call Plot- 
ring Lawful Authority ; they can't ſay,that Con- 
federating Miſcreants are greater than the King, 
the Peoples Repreſentative, and have the Sove- 
.raign Power of the _ The truth 415, 
here the Vizard1s taken oft and 7reaſor aPPars 
are- 
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bare-fac'd, and in its own Colours: And with- 
,out any other Face or.pretended Countenance, 
the thing 1s downright Killing the'K I N G, and 
raiſing an Inſurre&tion in His Kingdoms. The 
_ Caution therefore (in this Caſe) 1s very force- 
able; for 1f the moſt phuſible Pretences for 
Rebellion have not Plea enough to tempt any 
honeſt Man, what Enticemenrs muſt thoſe be 
which have none? The Concluſion therefore is 
very firm from theſe Premiſles, If Sinners entice 
thee to ſuch Practices, conſent thou not : If theſe 
things be ſo very Evil, fo very Bloody, then the 
adviling not to joyn 1n them 1s an a&, as of 
Conſcience towards God, ſoof Kindneſs to- 
wards Men.  : He that ſees a dangerous Preci- 
pice, which others are bhndly falling into, and 
calls to them to beware, deſerves as well thanks 
tor his love, as praiſc for his fore-ſight. Ic is 
therefore the Goodneſs, as well as Wifdonrof 
Diſcerning Princes, when they find ſubtle and 
deligning Men buhie ut perverting and drawing 
away their People; to forewarmthem of the Mif- 
chict, to lay open their Baits, to.uncover-their 
ſecret and lurking Defigns, tharthofewho-have 
not abilities to conſider the depth and myſtery 
of- ſuch Arts, ſhould-not unwarily 'be takeh 
and enſnar'd by. them-:t6 their; own! damage. 


Thus ſeems to be-the-meaming)of the words'of 


the Text, the Caution King Sohomon gives to-his 
HGH Pcople 
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People againſt confederating with Meh of Blood. 
And this isone end of His Majcſties Declaration, 
diſcovering the Devices of Crafty and Wicked 
Men, that ſo His Subjects might not betempted 
by any Pretences that Cunming and Deligring 
Men might make to draw them m; whic 
evidences-as well his Aﬀections to his People, as 
Care to preſerye his own Perſon and Govyern- 
ment: And it isan Inſtance of his Fatherly Care 
to forewarn his People from ſwallowing down 
any Enticementsof that Nature, from entring 
into ſuch Company, whoſe Converſe and Be- 
haviour is of ſa dark and bloody a Character ; 
And itis our duty, not only in Conſcience to- 
ward God, not only in Allegiance and ſtrict 
Duty and Juſtice; but in gratitude likewiſe tb 
our King, to be extremely cautious of all ſuch 
Inſfinuations, -of all Devices that wouk! draw 
us into: Blood, Sedition, or Rebellion. Which

dom of God, without the leaſt Miſtake or 
Fault? 'Ti1s therefore monſtrous and 1mpious 


Difingenuity , to load every Mifcarriage of 

State, with Reproach, Bitterneſs, and foul Lan- 

age : And 't1s much worſe yet, to call 

thoſe Miſtakes, which are the beſt Rules. The 

Art of Governing 1s an abſtruſe thing, the In-

| any, but thoſe that know the Machin. And yet 
there are, and always have been, a ſort of Mcn,

| hend the Adminiſtration of Public Afﬀairs; 
who notwithſtanding are always- Ccnfuring

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and Accuſing the Government; always erying 
out, There is Corruption Above, and Things are net 
well carryd. Theſe Men. arc fit Tools in the

may be turn'd to what purpoſes caſe. 
They are cally Cataadad to belicye a own 
Cenſures; firlt themſelves think hardly of the 
Government, and thenwill cafily ſwallow the 
worlt Repreſentation Ill men can make of it. 
This is aTemper therefore jult ripe for Sedition:; 
for *tis Natural for men to endeavour an Alte- 
ration, or Reformation of what they think 
they arc capable to mend. Ir 1s therefore ne- 
ccſlary for. the quiet living under any Govern- 
ment, .that this Cenforious Humor be kept 
down : For Rebellion hath its degrees, firſt Cen- 
ſure the Government, then believe our own 
Cenſurcs, then hate it, then endeavour to over- 
turn it.

When Magiſtrates do ceaſe to do their Duties, 
(1. C... in Depoſing and Killing Kings ) the People 
are as it were without Officers, and then God giveth 
the Sword into their hands, and he himſelf is 
become: immediately their Head ; for to the Mul- 
titude a. portion of the Sword of Fuſtite 'is com- 
mitted ; from the which no Perſon, King , Queen, 
or Emperour (being an Idolater) is exempt ; He 
muſt dye the Death. The People (Numb. 25.) 
did hang up certain of their Heads and: Captains, 
Which ought to be for a perpetual Example of their 
Duty in the like defeition from God , to hang up 
ſuch Rulers as ſhall draw them from him. 

If neither the Inferiour Magiſtrates, nor the 
greateſt part of the People vill do their Duties, 
then the Miniſter muſt Excommunicate ſuch a 
Ming ; any Minifter may do it againſt the Greateſt 
Prince, God will ſend theireft of the People- (which 
are willing to. do their Duty, but not able ) ſome 
Moſes or Othonacl.
